her 
quota. Of this amount about $125,000 
has been purchased or pledged, leav­ 
ing $175 ,000 yet to be pledged or pur­ 
chased. The stamps were 
designed 
for purchase by the wage earner and 
people of small means and not by cap­ 
italists. 
However, it will require the 
assistance of the moneyed men to put 
the amount over. No one can purchase 
more than $1000 worth of the stamps. 
The local Limit Club ($1000 Club) now 
has fifty-two members, and the com­ 
mittee working on this hopes to in­ 
crease the number to IOO before the 
campaign is over.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—A terrific 
battle is to be waged this fall for con­ 
trol of the United States senate. 
Democratic control now Is theoret­ 
ically held by eight votes. 
Actually, 
the margin is much slimmer, as sev­ 
eral Democrats can be found voting 
with the Republicans on nearly every 
important measure. 
Since on war 
measures the Republicans have been 
quite as strong supporters of the ad­ 
ministration as the majority party, 
this tenuous control has not hurt the 
Democrats. But they realize the dan­ 
ger to their prestige, and are going 
out this fall in an effort to better 
their holdings. 
Republicans, on the other hand, are 
confident of reducing the present mar­ 
gin of control by four or five. 
They 
already claim ability to elect senators 
in Idaho, New Hampshire, Illinois, 
Kansas and Nevada. 
In several other 
states, they claim a “fighting chance.” 
Borah Is Running 
-In Idaho, Senator Borah is seeking 
re-election. 
It seems likely, 
from 
present Indications, that Borah will 
have a fairly easy time of It. 
It has 
been rumored also that a compromise 
had been worked out whereby Senator 
Nugent, Democrat, appointed to fill 
the unexpired term of the late Senator 
Brady, would not be opposed by the 
Republicans, 
in return 
for similar 
treatm ent of Borah by the Democrats. 
Borah’s friends deny this, and claim 
they will be able to elect a Republican 
to succeed Nugent. 
Both sides con 
cede it will be a “pretty fight.” 
New Hampshire, recognized as nor­ 
mally Republican, must elect one sen 
ator. 
Senator Hollis, Democrat, has 
stated that he will not seek re-elec­ 
tion, but his supporters are urging 
him to make the race, claiming he 
will be re-elected easily on his record 
of strong support of the war govern­ 
ment and his stand on labor legisla­ 
tion. 
The G. O. P., however, maintains 
that Hollis won his seat because of 
disaffection in the Republican ranks 
which threw Progressive votes to him. 
With a united party, they assert, they 
can beat Hollis or any other Demo­ 
cratic 
candidate. 
Several 
Republi­ 
cans are aspirants for the nomination, 
among the former Governor Spaulding 
and George Moses. 
Lewis Has Fight Ahead 
Senator James Hamilton Lewis faces 
the fight of his life in Illinois. 
Lewis 
is waiting to be coaxed into the race, 
apparently, though his friends are in 
no doubt that he will run. 
Representative Medtll McCormick 
seems certain to be his Republican 
opponent, and McCormick’s support­ 
ers say they already see his election. 
Lewis is a strong campaigner, and 
the battle will be one of the hottest. 
“Bleeding Kansas” is to be the 
scene of a most determined Republi­ 
can assault on the seat of Senator 
Thompson, 
Democrat. 
Republican 
aspirants for the place Include Gov­ 
ernor Capper, who, by the way, has 
nine newspapers; W. R. Stubbs, for­ 
mer 
governor, 
millionaire 
oil 
and 
cattle man; 
former 
Representative 
Scott and former Senator Joe Bristow. 
Capper is favored for the Republican 
nomination. 
Thompson will have his 
hands full with any of these Repub­ 
licans, according to the best non­ 
partisan opinion. 
Nevada’* B attu 
Nevada will stage an interesting 
fight. 
Senator Henderson, filling the 
seat of the late Senator Newlands by 
appointment, is to be the Democratic 
candidate. 
E. R. Roberts is most 
talked 
of 
by 
Republicans. 
Both 
parties have their eyes on Anne Mar­ 
tin, 
suffrage—socialist—independent 
candidate, who promises to put lots 
of pep into her effort to be the first 
woman member of the senate. A stir­ 
ring campaign is anticipated, with 
everybody claiming victory. 
Other states in which warm con­ 
tests are certain include North Caro­ 
lina. where Republicans claim an in­ 
flux of northerners will help their 
cause; Kentucky, where the G. O. P. 
is to fight not only for the senate but 
also to name several representatives;

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AMERICANIZING AMERICANS 


The war has given a great im petus to the A m erican­ 
ization of foreign-born residents and citizens of this 
country. 
Now Oklahoma has begun a cam paign for the 
Am ericanization of Am ericans. 
If it sounds strange at first, just think it over a 
m inute. 
Before this w ar the average A m erican had 
only the haziest—and rosiest—Impression of A m erican 
history. 
Boys and girls received a sm attering of educa­ 
tion in tho schools about the government. 
In many 
schools only the debating team s ever delved very far 
into real problem s of national or municipal life. 
And 
social problems were left to the specializing college 
student. 
In other words, Am ericans took a good deal for 
granted and went their own many ways w ithout any 
very definite information about their nation as a whole, 
living, growing thing. 
The war has made us face a good 
many of these things for ourselves, w ithout w ilting 
for any organized campaign. 
But it is safe to say that 
there is room in the general scheme of things for the 
“Americanization of A m ericans” idea. 
It need not be an expensive cam paign calling for 
quantities of literature, public exhibits, etc. 
It can be 
carried out in the public schools by a m ore earnest 
teaching of American ideals, privileges and obligations 
along with the school requirem ents of history, civics, 
etc. 
And it can be furthered by a sincere determ ina­ 
tion on the part of every citizen to learn the truth 
about his country, to find out “how its w orks” and what 
is his individual share in m aking the nation bigger and 
stronger and truer to its ideals. 


WHEAT STILL UNDER BAN 


Somehow' the rum or got abroad that fu rth er saving 
of w heat aud use of substitutes was unnecessary. 
Tile 
Food Adm inistration has at once issued a statem ent to 
remind Americans th at there is still every reason for 
being careful in our use of wheat flour. 
If present 
conservation efforts of the United States w ere relaxed 
there would result serious want in the countries of our 
allies. 
In the first place, although wheat harvesting has 
begun in some sections, the main harvest isn’t due for 


Borne weeks yet. 
If everything goes well w ith the pros­ 
pective w heat crop there will be an unusually abundant 
harvest. 
But even so, we must not then return to a 
lavish consum ption of w heat products. 
It will be the 
part of wisdom to store up any surplus there nfay be 
against possible unfavorable years. 
Our Allies m ust have all they need, this year and 
next, so long as the w ar lasts. 
We will need less wheat 
in proportion to other foodstuffs because we have so 
many good substitutes available. 
From any point of 
view it is neither wise nor patriotic for A m ericans to 
count on unrestricted use of wheat until the war is 
ended. 
It hardly seems necessary to keep on reminding 
A m ericans th at this is no hardship. 
Who in Santa Ana 
has suffered by the change in breads in the last year? 


A TEST OF DECENCY 


An interesting experiment is being m ade by the 
Am erican governm ent. It will be an acid test of whether 
there is any decency and hum anity left in the German 
governm ent. 
T hat is not the announced purpose, but 
th at is what the m atter am outs to. 
H eretofore our sick and wounded sailors have been 
carried on ordinary transports, convoyed by warships. 
Now the navy departm ent is fitting out a liner, renamed 
Comfort, to serve as a hospital ship betw een this country 
and our naval base abroad. 
She will be given all the 
distinguishing m arks prescribed by the Geneva conven­ 
tion for vessels of her character, and then sent through 
the w ar zone w ithout convoy. 
Germany will be noti­ 
fied of her character and purpose, and will Le expected 
to respect her, according to the rules of international 
law. 
T hat seems like a good deal to expect of Germany, 
in view of her war record. 
She has repeatedly attacked 
B ritish hospital ships. 
She has only recently made 
flagrant attacks on British and American hospitals, in 
France, when their character was unm istakable. 
Will 
she honor the Comfort—and herself—now? 
It may be th at the sheer audacity of the thing 
will recall the German adm iralty to a sem blance of human 
decency and enable our navy to “get away with it.” We 
shall see. 
Though dubious, we are willing to be shown. 


We have national sports In this country. 
We have 
a powerful, instinctive spirit of fair play, as the British 
have. The gam es we play, from infancy on, tend to make 
us good sports. 
And in general, this spirit is reflected 
by our juvenile literature. 
But we should see th at there 
are no exceptions—th at no books fall into the hands of 
our children tending to encourage any attitu d e other 
than that of a “fair field and no favor” in any depart­ 
m ent of life. 


The American Federation of M usicians has decided 
not to allow the use of the Germ an language in any local 
branch of the federation during the war. 
T hat will be 
strange tidings at Berlin, w here they im agine th at if the 
German were taken out of A m erican music th ere wouldn't 
be any m usic left. 


Again we have the governm ent advertising the 
superiority of “brown rice,” and again there is a chorus 
of baffled housewives inquiring where they can buy 
brown rice. 


STARS FOR T IK FALLEN 


President W ilson’s approval insures the general 
adoption of the m ourning token suggested by the Wom­ 
en ’s Committee of th e Council of N ational Defense. 
T here will he no conventional m ourning of the ordinary 
sort. 
Instead, there will be a sim ple black band three 
inches wide, worn on the left sleeve, and bearing a gilt 
S tart for each m em ber of the family who has given his 
life for the nation. 
The emblem is, strictly speaking, not a m ourning 
sign at all. 
The black is indeed suggestive of grief, but 
its ordinary effect is cancelled by the star. 
There is a special fitness in th a t star. 
It has al­ 
ready been universally accepted as the 3ign of consecra­ 
tion in this war. 
W e show blue sta rs for the m en who 
have gone to the front. 
Now we ahall show golden 
stars for those who will not return. 
They will show forth the pride and hope that are 
in the w earer’s heart, and will suggest the glory that 
such a death surely brings to the fallen fighter. 
The W omen’s Com mittee explains th a t because of its 
sim plicity, it can easily be made a t hom e out of w hat­ 
ever is available. The stars may be of gold, gilded m etal, 
satin, cloth or anything else of the right color. 


Suggestion Approved

R. C. Harbison, editor of the San B ernardino Sun, 
was the Republican nominee for congress two years 
ago, and made a strong cam paign all over the district. 
Though he was not elected, he made friends everyw here 
aud has been strongly urged to m ake the race again 
this year. 
He read w ith interest the editorial appearing 
in the Press on W ednesday regarding the congressional 
situation and endorses the suggestion of uniting the 
Republican and Prohibition vote on one candidate, 
says:

T hat the R epublicans of the d istrict will 
favor an aggressive cam paign for the support of 
a “w ar” Republican, that is to say, a Republican 
who will support every detail of the win-the-war 
program, goes without saying. Indeed, C hairm an 
Hays of the Republican national com m ittee, has 
been all over the country urging Republicans 
to declare for "pence by victory only,” and a 
m ost vigorous prosecution of the w ar to a suc­ 
cessful issue, and at the sam e tim e urging that 
Republicans take control of the house of repre­ 
sentatives, not to em barrass the president during 
the war, hut to cham pion Republican principles 
in the revenue legislation following the war.

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GAUDIER SAYS TO 


Urges Workers Refrain From 
Supporting Bone-Dry In­ 
itiative Measure 


A considerable difference of opinion 
appears to exist among local dry work­ 
ers as to whether or not they should 
work for a “bone-dry” initiative meas­ 
ure which it is sought to place upon 
the ballot next November. 
In a let­ 
ter addressed to Rev. J. A. Stevenson, 
D. M. Candier, prominent prohibition 
worker, advises that this measure be 
not supported and that all drys “stand 
pat” on the decision of 
the 
Fresno 
convention when it was 
decided 
to 
center all efforts on the 
election 
of 
dry legislators who would ratify the 
national prohibition amendment. 
Dr. Gandier's letter follows: 
San Francisco, Cal., 
June 3, 1918. 
Dear Sir and Brother: 
Inasmuch as a few ardent friends 
of prohibition are now trying to put 
a “bone-dr.v” amendment on the bal­ 
lot for next November's election, it 
seems wise to remind our friends that 
this m atter was fully discussed at the 
Fresno convention in February. 
All 
sections of the "dry” army were repre­ 
sented in that council of war. 
After 
careful consideration it was decided 
by an overwhelming majority that the 
wisest thing to do this \e a r is, not to 
attempt to carry a “bone-dry" meas­ 
ure, but to direct all our energies to 
the election of a governor, lieutenant 
governor, senators and assemblymen 
who will ratify national prohibition. 
Nothing has happened since then to 
show that this decision was unwise. 
On the contrary, it has 
been 
com­ 
mended by a large 
number 
of 
the 
wisest and most ardent friends of pro­ 
hibition. 
The state convention of the Wom­ 
en's Christian Tem perance Union for 
Southern California, in session a f Ba­ 
kersfield on May 9, declared its loyal­ 
ty to this decision and refused to join 
in a movement to put a dry measure 
on the ballot. 
The Ministerial Union 
of I»8 Angeles recently took similar 
action, and refused to give its support 
to the Bone-Dry Confederation. 
We are all for a ‘bonedry Califor­ 
nia, out we believe the 
surest 
and 
quickest way to get it is to ratify the 
dry amendment to the Federal Con­ 
stitution which will make the nation 
“bone-dry at an early date. 
We there­ 
fore suggest that you discourage your 
people from either circulating or sign­ 
ing petitions for a “bone-dry” meas­ 
ure. 
The Allies have had to centralize 
their armies and are all loyally carry­ 
ing out the decision 
of 
the 
Allied 
councils. 
Only thus do they hope to 
defeat the Huns. 
In this crisis of our 
tight against alcohol we should not be 
less wise. 
loyalty to the decision of 
our allied council means victory. bfv» 
aion means danger. 
Furthermore, the “bone-dry” meas­ 
ure is presented in 
a 
form 
which 
seems to court defeat. 
Instead of be­ 
ing a constitutional measure, it is an 
initiative act. 
The 
K om ingcr 
bill, 
also an initiative act, will be on the 
ballot. 
The provisions of these 
two 
initiative measures conflict. 
Section 
I of article IV of the State constitu­ 
tion says: 
“If any provision or provisions 
of two or more measures, approv­ 
ed by the electors at 
the 
same 
election, conflict, the provision or 
provisions of the measure receiv­ 
ing the highest affirmative vote 
shall prevail." 
This means that if a majority voted 
In favor of both the Rominger bill and 
the 
“bone-dry” 
measure 
aud 
the 
Rominger bill had the larger Vote, the 
Rominger bill would prevail and the 
“ bone-dry” measure, even 
though a 
majority had voted for it, would be 
void. 
There might be more votes for 
the Rominger bill. 
In that event the 
“bone-dry" measure, even though 
It 
had received a majority of the votes 
cast, would be lost. 
This danger could have been avoid­ 
ed by making the dry measure a con­ 
stitutional 
amendment. 
This 
illus­ 
trates the danger of hasty movements 
of this kind. 
We would better stay 
by the carefully planned program of 
the Fresno conventlon.

P. A. Robinson of East Washington 
avenue, has written from Antigo, Wls., 
to the Register, as follows: 
I thought a few lines gathered by 
the wayside from Santa Ana to North­ 
ern Wisconsin might interest some of 
your readers. 
W e left Santa Ana May lith , travel­ 
ing over mountains 
and 
deserts for 
two days. 
I will not say anything con­ 
cerning this, although the country is 
wonderful. 
From La Hunta to Pueblo along the 
Arkansas river there is a very fertile 
valley and a great deal of cantaloupe 
and sugar beets grown. The season is 
a month later than in California which 
gives the California growers an advan­ 
tage of 
earlier 
market 
and 
better 
prices. 
We spent a few 
hours 
iii 
Denver 
sight seeing and were impressed witli 
the number of stars we saw in the 
windows. 
One home had three stars 
in its flag. 
W e stopped off at Hays, Kansas, and 
what a change since I first 
saw 
it 
forty-eight years ago. 
Then buffalo 
roamed the plains and it was a com­ 
mon thing to see herds of them from 
the new railroad station and everyone 
thought buffalo would 
always 
roam 
over that country. 
At that time that 
portion of the country was still called 
the Great American Desert. There was 
a fort there at that time 
and 
about 
1000 soldiers were stationed there to 
be In readiness to intercept any In­ 
dian raids which occurred occasional­ 
ly. 
Not many years thence the set­ 
tlers began to come and take home­ 
steads and it was learned that wheat 
could be raised. 
By this time the Indians were about 
all placed on 
reservations 
and 
no 
fort was needed at Hays so Hie gov­ 
ernment gave the land. 7000 acres, to 
the state and there 
was 
a 
Normal 
school built, also 
experimental 
sta­ 
tions, on the i>ld government reserva­ 
tion and Hays 
has 
become quite a 
commercial aud educational center. 
The surrounding 
country 
is 
one 
great wheat field, and, we might in­ 
clude the whole state, and tile pros­ 
pect Is good for a big yield. The ranch­ 
ers are about as afraid of hail storms 
as of drouth. 
All along the route we saw a num­ 
ber of troops. 
At Kansas City a com­ 
pany, while waiting for their train, 
drilled for a while 
in 
front of the 
station. 
In Illinois we saw signs of a cyclone 
and some up-rooted trees. 
W e arrived in Chicago on schedule 
time and found everything hustle and 
bustle. Our 
ride 
from 
Chicago 
to 
Northern Wisconsin 
was 
through a 
rich farming district. This is a late 
spring and the grain is just up. It 
frosted last night late in the evening. 
Just before we reached Antigo we saw 
the tail end of a cyclone that killed 


nine persons in the southern pert of 
the state. 
I must speak of the Russian couple 
In Hays. Kans., who have seven sons, 
six of whom have joined the army. 
Tile Red Cross campaign is oil here 
and one of I he solicitors told me that 
in each campaign they raised their 
portion a little easier.
